Office for the Health Board 


Many people in town are of the opin- | 
ion that the Board of Health should be | 
allowed an office in the town house, and 
there seems no really valid reason why it 
shouldn't. Somehow it does not 
right for a town department to have to| 
carry on its business in the rear of the 
chairman's store instead of in a public 
building. The selectmen, clerk, treas- 
urer, collector, accountant, police de-| 
partment, and board of public works all 
have their offices in the town house, and 
anyone wishing to do business in any of 
these departments is able to do it in this 
public building. Similarly, anyone wish- 
ing to do business with the school de- 
partment goes to the office in the high 
school; library business is transacted at | 
the library, fire department business at} 
the fire station, and cemetery business | 
in the town house. In faet, the board of | 
health is about the only important town 
{department which does not have an 
office in a town building. 

The argument which could be 
used against moving the board of health 
office to the town house would be that 
at present there seems to be no space for 
| it. However, it would be a simple matter 
| to partition off the rear portion of the 
}court room, which would allow a door 
and window space for both the office 
and the court room. It has been a long 
| time since the court room has been used | 
| regularly as a court room, and it might 
as well be pul to some permanent pur- 
| pose. The portion left would be large 
jenough for any case which would be | 
} handled in local trial court. 

Something along these lines should be 
done, since the present arrangement is 
most unsatisfactory. The board of 
| health is working for the public, and it 
should be given a publie place in which 
to work and to keep its public records. 
| Anyone coming to town today to find 
}out something from the board of health 
would first go to the town house where 
|he naturally would expect the health 
| office to be, and he would think it very 
unusual when he was told that he would 
have to go to the rear of a local store to
